'Adulteration In Vienna.

They have in Vienna an organization 


for the preservation of 
tho public 


health which watches closely the arti- 
cles sold for food, and from time to time 
lias samples chemically analyzed. In- 
vestigations .of this character were con- 
ducted on ah extensive sealo during tho 
post year. Of milk- nine hundred and 
fifty .specimens wore analyzed. Most 
of it had been skimmed and diluted 
with^ water. Somo had oomo from dis- 
eased cows, and some was thiokonod
